LINDSEY    HIGH  SCHOOL. 

The  Spring  term  was  taught  by  Frank  C.  Thomp- 
son, A.  B.,  of  Bates  College.  Mr.  Thompson  resigned 
the  first  of  July  to  assume  a  more  lucrative  position. 
He  was  a  thorough  teacher,  of  good  ability  and  high 
integrity.  His  leaving  was  regretted,  not  alone  by  the 
school,  but  by  the  community  at  Shapleigh.  We  were 
fortunate  in  obtaining  the  services  of  S.  B.  Marshall, 
M.  D.,  as  principal  for  the  Fall  term.  George  T.  Credi- 
ford assisted  Dr.  Marshall.  Together  they  very  success- 
fully carried  on  the  work  of  their  predecessor. 

Mrs.  Nellie  L,unny  as  teacher  of  music  has  given 
good  satisfaction  in  connection  with  the  school.  The 
Spring  term  now  in  session  is  under  the  instruction  of 
Gibeon  K.  Bradbury  of  Bowdoin  College,  with  the 
assistance  of  Mr.  Crediford,  Mr.  Bradbury  comes  to  us 
with  that  ability,  and  energy  which  characterizes  a 
model  teacher,  we  anticipate  a  prosperous  term. 
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COMMON  SCHOOLS. 

Kach  school  in  town  has  had  twenty-four  weeks, 
three  terms  of  eight  weeks  each.  It  was  necessary  to 
discontinue  the  schools  at  the  Pound  and  Div.  8,  and 
convey  the  scholars  to  the  nearest  school  as  has  been  done 
heretofore.  The  scholars  from  Div.  8  were  transported 
to  Ross  Corner  Iry  David  Beal  and  William  Sprague, 
and  can  report  a  very  good  attendance  from  this  divison. 

Five  of  the  scholars  from  Div.  4  have  attended  one 
of  the  Sanford  schools;  as  it  was  thought  advisable  by 
the  school  board  to  send  to  Sanford  rather  than  convey 
them  to  the  school  of  their  own  division. 

We  have  changed  the  Barnes  Geographies  for  the 
Natural;  as  it  was  necessary  to  purchase  several  new 
copies,  we  thought  it  were  better  to  select  an  up-to- 
date  book  and  turn  the  old  ones  into  the  account 
towards  the  new.  The  Natural  advanced  contains  the 
new  possesions  and  census  of  1900,  and  is  so  arranged 
as  to  give  emphasis  to  the  industrial  and  commercial 
features  of  the  study.  The  predominance  of  the  physi- 
cal and  scientific  nature  we  consider  necessary  for  a  text 
book  in  our  common  schools. 

0  It  is  not  my  purpose  to  speak  of  each  school  in 
particular.  I  can  report  that  on  the  whole,  good  work 
has  been  done  in  all  the  schools.  Where  parents  have 
co-operated  with  the  teacher  success  has  followed. 

I  note  one  sure  indication  of  improvement  in  our 
discipline;  it  is  very  apparent  in  some  of  our  schools. 
The  aim  of  school  discipline  is  not  merely  the  one  of 
good  order  in  the  schoolroom,  but  the  inner  one  of  moral 
improvement  in  the  scholar;  it  is  right  conduct  from  free 
choice,  not  compulsion;  it  is  the  development  of  moral 
character,  and  the  home  management  supplimented  by 
the  efforts  and  good  influences  of  our  teachers,  will 
bring  into  action  the  better  or  higher  motives. 
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He  who  remembering  that  all  his  pupils  are  to  be 
fitted  for  citizenship,  succeeds  in  encouraging-  the  diffi- 
cult, interesting  the  listless  and  inspiring  the  stupid, 
may  be  entitled  to  high  rank  in  the  profession. 

We  are  glad  to  see  our  flag  floating  over  one  of  our 
school  houses,  and  better  still  to  know  the  children 
helped  their  teachers  to  place  it  there. 

Let  the  children  be  taught  its  history  and  the  thrill- 
ing stories  of  heroism  and  devotion  to  the  country 
which  clusters  around  that  history  as  told  by  orator  and 
poet;  and  so  daily  be  learning  to  love  and  honor  the 
flag.  It  has  been  necessary  to  make  a  few  repairs  in 
order  to  make  the  schoolrooms  comfortable  as  well  as 
more  convenient  and  more  will  be  needed  the  coming 
year.  The  school  houses  at  No.  i  and  Emery  Mills 
need  painting.  At  No.  9  a  new  stove  is  need  and  the 
house  repaired  and  painted.
